An Abſurdity which ſeems to be peculiarly en- 
tail'd on theſe Nations: As if they had ſworn 
blind Allegiance to Lilly and his Followers. 
All Men f Senſe deplore the intollerable 
Burthen, with which the tender Minds 4 
Children are oppreſſed, by difficult and unintel- 
ligible Terms, Latin Rules, and a Multitude 
of impertinent Exceptions and Criticiſms; by 
which the Attainment of the Latin is much per- 
plexed and protracted, to the terrifying and dif: 
couraging of Children, inthe veryEntrance on a 
Language ; which ought to be communicated 
in the plaineſt, and moſt familiar Manner. Hencæ 
proceed thoſe barbarous Severities, too much 
prattiſed on Boys; and often an intire Removal

of Them from Schools; as if their Capacities

Task: Whereas, in Truth, the Pefect is not in 
them, hut inthe Jargon of thekudiments, which 
are no Way adapted to their Underſtandings.

Theſe are: my principal Motives to the fol. 

lowing Undertaking which I hope wilt not be 
imputed to any Aﬀfettationof Novelty, or to an 
extravagant Conceit of my own Performances; 
being. ſatisfied that little New can be ſaid in 
ſuch Attempts; and that there ma probably be 
more Errors in This than T am yet appriſed of : 
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In which Caſe, all the Reparation I can make, 
is a ready Compliance to correct any Thing 
which appears to be amiſs, in the next Impreſ- 
ſion. But if the Scheme and Method I have 
laid down be, in the general, approved; I ſhall 
be the leſs 8 any trifling Detects 
on my Part; or any ill natured and invidious 
Cavils from others. 

One great Inducement to the publiſhing of 
this ariſes from the Experience I have had of 
its Succeſs for ſeveral Years , having never 
made uſe of any other Grammar to form my 
Boys by. than This in Manuſcript « Which bag 
anſwered ſo well, that I have obſerved, that, 
generally in four Months, they have with Eaſe 
arrived toa competent Underſtanding of That; 
which others, by the common difficult and te- 
dious Methods, have not been able, with the 
utmoſt Drudgery, ts accompliſh in two Mears.

The Diviſion of the Parts of Grammar (in 
the Entrance) is the ſame with others; only 
that, inſtead of Greek Words, I have made 
them Engliſh.
